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INTRODUCTION 


1956 gave us a wonderful opportunity to appraise the new 
glads -- so often it is necessary to make allowances for excess 
heat, drought, etc. Even our field grown stock produced exhibition 
quality spikes. I guess we should have known that an investment in 
portable irrigation equipment would insure adequate natural 
moisture. 

We harvested a fine lot of bulbs in spite of a late spring and 
an early fall. Insect damage was virtually eliminated by the direct 
application of aldrin in the row at the rate of % gallon per acre. 
It is interesting to note there were no thrips present on the bulbs 
at digging time. 

Among the better new ones we grew were our own Golden 
Palomino, Coronation, Larchmont, Canahri, Snow Velvet, Carved 
Ivory, Director and the new All Americans, Royal Stewart and 
Appleblossom. When grown with a little extra care Appleblossom 
can produce spikes that are absolutely breathtaking. Don't let any- 
one tell you it can't be grown to show! Canahri will take its place 
with Statuette and Zig Zag. 

We have obtained two of Lee Fairchild's finest originations 
for 1957 introduction. We are somewhat embarrassed to have to 
ask such a high price for Temptress in view of the trend toward 
lower introductory prices. We consider it, however, to be our 
most outstanding exhibition introduction to date. Our better judge- 
ment tells us to keep it for another year, but it's just too good to 
hold. Tigertone will delight those who enjoy the 300 sizes. It 
makes an ideal spike and is beautiful in both form and color. 

Firecracker also impressed us to the extent that we have 
purchased 50% of the stock of this fine variety. We regret that we 
have no suitable picture to show its fine ruffling and wide open 
habit. 

In addition to the above mentioned varieties we are co- 
introducing several others that we consider outstanding. Notable 
among these are Countess and Target from the Larus', both have 
our unqualified endorsement. 

Dimples, "Doc" Rohrbach's exquisite ruffled pink seedling, 
is being held for another year inorderto release it at a moderate 
price. It will be introduced together with its sister seedling in 
1588

TEMPTRESS (Fairchild 1957) 440 80 days (Seedling 50-43) 
(Parentage Unknown) 

We expect Temptress to rate well up among the great show 
glads of all time. Few, if any, glads consistently produce such 
ideal exhibition spikes, 


Temptress opens 8 to 11 formally placed 5 inch florets with 
8 showing color. Its 21 to 25 budheads average about 30 inches in 
length. The color is light pink with some deeper spur lines in the 
throat. Florets open wide and are ruffled. Medium size bulblets 
are produced in profusion and germination and growth are good. 

Temptress has been shown only twice and each time it has 
been selected Grand Champion. It was first shown at the Eastern 
International at Binghamton in 1953 where it was selected seedling 
Champ and then Grand Champ. This past spring two bulbs were 
sent to Dr. E. J. Hamilton, Flossmoor, Ill. for trial. The following 
testimonial was received this fall: 

"Not expecting blooms of exhibition quality from two medium 
bulbs of seedling 50-43, I allowed them to split. One of the bulbs 
produced the Grand Champion spike at the Southern Wisconsin- 
Northern Illinois show at Elkhorn, Wisconsin on Sept. 2nd. This 
spike had twenty-five buds, eight open, excellent placement, nice 
taper, a straight stem without staking, and perfect symmetry. 
The split from this bulb made a twenty-four bud spike that, 
except for a small hole at the bottom, was nearly as good as the 
winner. From the other medium bulb I have had spikes with 
twenty and twenty-two buds that were clearly among the best 
specimens of any kind I have grown all year. How they made me 
wish for a show! If this performance of the two medium bulbs 
is typical, I think that your seedling 50-43 is as good as any other 
gladiolus I have seen, whether old or new. Congratulations for 
having given us what shows promise of beinga real addition to the 
hall of fame of our finest flower."

We were so impressed by the performance of Firecracker in 
the Garden State trial grounds that we have purchased 50% of the 


stock, This brilliant heavily ruffled scarlet giant builds a spike 
of classic proportions; 7 heavy textured wide open florets with 
7 more of its 20 bud total in color. On the basis of limited obser- 
vation we would say that the spikes produced are just what the com- 
mercial man is looking for as it has tight attachment, a desired 
color, and very tough texture. The originator states that bulblet 
production and germination are both good. Definitely the finest in 
its class and capable of winning top show 
awards. Firecracker's winnings include 
seedling championship of the 1955 Eastern 
International show at Binghamton, N. Y.

We have seen both of the varieties de- 
scribed below -- Target rated A- in the 
New Jersey trials; Countess was not 
tested -- and can vouch for their superior 
merits. Both will be big winners in the next 
few years. 


COUNTESS (Larus 1957) 440 Early Mid 
Season (Parentage Unknown) 

While light pink is one of the most com- 
mon gladiolus colors there have been few 
outstanding varieties in that color range. 
In our garden during the past 3 years we 
have found that one of our seedlings has 
been consistently producing the best com- 
bination of beauty and outstanding per- 
formance of any of the light or medium 
pinks we have grown. We feel confident 
that this seedling which we have named 
COUNTESS will win its way to the top of 
its class as an exhibition variety and that 
its beauty and reliability make it a really 
good commercial prospect. The pure light 
pink self florets are 5"to5-%" indiameter, 

COUNTESS with up to 8 or 9 precisely placed florets 
on a long tapering flowerhead with a total of 20 to 25 buds. In our 
garden it grows 60" to 75" tall with a head of 28" to 34". While 
COUNTESS is one of our best performers, the spikes are graceful 
and tapering rather than massive and gross. Our policy has been to

This should prove to be one of the most thoroughly tested of 
all the 1957 introductions, having been grown and highly rated by 
many of the leading growers in the U.S. and Canada. Its show 
record is impressive and includes such awards as American 
Home Achievement at the 1954 Eastern International, Awards of 
Merit from Rhode Island and Connecticut, winner of the special 
5 spike seedling class at Binghamton in 1956, and Most Beautiful 
Spike in Show at Connecticut in 1956.

TARGET is an extremely vigorous and healthy grower, mak- 
ing spikes 55" to 60" tall with flowerheads of 27" to 30" long, It 
opens 6 to 8 from a total of 18 to 20 buds. The 5% florets which 
are a light blush pink shading to a cream throat and with a large 
light red blotch, are quite unusual and striking and as illustrated 


by the 1956 award at the Connecticut Show, the florets possess a 
beauty not found in most varieties.

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MINIATURE GLADS 


No glad collection can be considered well rounded without the 
incorporation of at least a few of the better miniatures. We know 
of only one major exhibitor in this area who has continued to 
hold out against them - sooner or later he too will fall. A few 
exhibitors have gone all the way and given up the large ones 
entirely. 

This year we are listing 5 new ones from Leonard Butt who 
has, for years, been considered the leading hybridizer of minia- 
tures. Len has held these longer than he normally does in order 
to offer them to the public at a price within the range of almost 
everyone. The descriptions of these 5 are Butt's. 


From LEONARD BUTT, Huttonsville, Ont. 
ALOUETTE (Crinklette x Wedgewood) 262 (Early) 

This grand ruffled miniature has an appeal all its own. First 
is its color--fresh rose lavender with a creamy yellow throat- 
sublimely beautiful; secondly its heavy textured deeply ruffled 
florets; thirdly, splendid straight spikes 40"-42" in height, 22" 
flower heads, 18 buds, 8 well arranged florets open. 

We confidently predict a splendid future for ALOUETTE 
which has never failed to thrill us each year during its seedling 
trials. For arrangements, a knockout, and will secure its share 
of prizes at the shows. 


AMBROSIA (Lily White x Alpine) 232 (Early) 

A miniature that is really ruffled and with very heavy petal 
substance. Add to this sparkling color - fresh rose pink with some 
apricot shading plus a creamy yellow throat - and you have an 
unbeatable combination. 

Physically it compares with any Miss America beauty. 45" 
in height, 20" flower heads, 18 buds, 6-7 open florets perfectly 
arranged. Perfect for exhibition use and will make experts out 
of beginners in arrangements. 


CORVETTE (Red Button x Sdlg.) 136 (Early) 

The introduction of this variety heralds a new era for all 100 
size glads. For too long now we have been content to have 3 or 4 
open florets with tiny spikes of 10-12 buds. The entrance of 
CORVETTE into this smallest group outmodes all previous con- 
cepts of what this class should be. 

In color this spanking new 1957 introduction sets a high note; 
a fine shade of medium scarlet with a darker throat giving it a 
rich appearance. Spikes are straight and about 42"-44" in height. 
20-21 buds is normal with 8-9 double rowed florets open. A 
big styled glad in miniature. Slightly ruffled. 
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Shown some years ago at Rochester it was selected as the 


best miniature seedling and everyone who has seen CORVETTE 
predicts a splendid future for it. 


GOLDEN ROSEBUD (Gtatuette x Sdlg.) 212 (Early) 

To say this is deepest yellow with a hint of chartreuse 
scarcely does this ravishingly beautiful ruffled miniature justice. 
It needs to be actually seen to appreciate its beauty. 

Builds uniformly good spikes of 40"-42" in height, always 
straight and with 22"-23" of flower head. 21-22 buds is normal and 
8 perfectly placed florets open at once. Like its seed parent, 
Statuette, this is a great exhibition va- 
riety and will be heard from when stock 
is available in quantity. 

Unbeatable in arrangements. 


POLLYANNA (Statuette x Sdlg.) 216 (Early) 

Statuette has given us many fine seed- 
lings and this is one of the best as it pro- 
vides an exciting new color. Very attrac- 
tive shade of apricot buff with a clear 
blending yellow throat, a warm color and 
a useful one. 

Produces excellent spikes easily and 
continually so it's no struggle trying to 
find a good one for the show. 40"-42" is 
usual with 22"-24" flower heads and 20-21 
buds with 8 perfectly placed florets open. 

POLLYANNA just exudes quality and 
quantity as most large bulbs produce 2-3 
spikes.

We 
entered Canahri in 3 shows this past season and had 2 miniature 
champs -- the third entry was runner-up despite the removal of 
2 florets. It is a good consistent grower; as good as either 
Statuette or Zig-Zag. Outstanding!
